Mckenzie's Railway Poiicy- 



The foronasfc of his policy on fclio Oana- 
dian Pnoifio Railway given fey tho Hou. 
Mr. Mctku io, on the occasion of hiart- 
eleotion, has given rise to a lively tlisous- 
aiou in tho public press. Tho intimation 
that tho easternmost section oi tkd rail way 
- might be left anrnude for tlio present, 
American linos and tho navigation uf our 
own great lakes being used instead there- 
of has, as might well hnvo been expected, 
boon Keized upon with avidity by those 
(journals now in opposition and an attempt 
is. mode to raise tke same outcry against 
tho present Government that was raised 
against Sir Hugh Allan and the late Ad- 
ministration seme time ago about surren- 
dering to tho Amoricaus, making our. 
railway a mere feeder to theirs, and so 
forth. However plausible this cry may 
appear at the first blush, and wo are not 
prepared to admit that there is less in il 
now than before, wo incline to the belief 
that, on sober reflection, the plan will be 
found to commend itself to the good sense 
of .thinking, minds. In a leading article 
arising out of tho newspaper controversy 
adverted to, tho Toronto Ulobe treats the 
question in a logical and practical way. 
Inasmuch as that journal may bo regard- 
ed as a fair exponent of the views and po- 
licy of tho present Administration, it may 
be worth whilo to make a few extracts 
from tho articlo. "Por what is the railway 
made ?" asks our contemporary, and it 
proceeds to supply theanswor: — "Its very 
first object is to give ready access to the 
North-west and British Columbia, and to 
connect thorn with tho older portions of 
tho Dominion. It is, we believe, univer- 
sally admitted — and, in point of fact, the 
fate of tho lato and now defunct scheme 
sustains the opinion — that to pledge the 
country to build within the limited time, 
and in a particular manner, tho whole of 
tho road from Lake Nipissing to the Paci- 
fic, was little short of madness. There 
was tho greatest possible danger that the 
capital and subsidies of tho constructing 
Company would, to a great extent, be 
swallowed up in tho least productive por- 
tions, of the lii.o; to the manifest delay 
aud jeopardy of those most needed and 
likely to be most profitable * * 
Mr. Mackenzie urges that the effort should 
be made as rapidly as possible to connect 
Thunder Bay by railroad with Fort Gar- 
ry, and thus establish the moaus lor a 
largo and easily accomplished emigration 
to the North-west. It is only in summer 
that any very important amount uf traffic 
is likely to take place with those regions, 
and during tho whole of the open season 
as soon as the railway to Fort Garry is 
built, Manitoba and the prairie lands of 
the North-west will bo reached in very 
little longer time from Thunder Bay than 
is often occupied in a journey from Tor- 
onto to Montreal. This, combined with 
the great facilities afforded by tho lake 
navigation, will make emigration to Man- 
itoba, and tho conveyance of its products 
to the seaboard, both cheap and easy. 
Mr. Mackenzie ivent on to say that, m 
accordance with tho pledge given to Brit- 
ish Columbia, it would bo necessary to 
commence tho Railway on the shores of 
thePacilic Ocean, and" construct commu- 
nication with the western slope <>f the 
Rocky Mountains— meeting there, as he 
also indicates, the railroad which would 
in tho meantime be pushed forward from 
Port (larry westward. The railway opera- 
tions in British Columbia- would bo vtv 
important to that Province in a local 
sense. They would bring in capital, aad 
with capital an army of labourers, who 
would become in timo settle-*, and open 
up districts valuable for tli-ir mineral, 
agricultural, and forest products, that 
are now all but inaccessible. With 
a steady influx of population, by 
means of a Thunder Bay and Fori 
Garry railway, to the North-west, promo- 
ted, as it must be, by a most liberal hind 
policy— tho very opposite, in fact, to thai 
■which proposed to Jock up the area of a 
kingdom in the hand., of a company of 
speculators — we may expect, nut onl.\ On- 
cost of constructing the further portions 
of the Pacific Road between Muuitoba 
and British Columbia will he greatly 
lessened, but that we shall, while rhey arc 
constructing, be pro\ iding, by ti.o cub 
tivation aud settlement of tho laud, the 
freights that will be needed to pay work- 
ing expenses when tho road is completed. 
It must be remembered, too, that once 
relievo Port Carry and tho settlements 
on Red River from their present state of 
isolation, the splendid water navigation 
to the north-west of Port Cany will boa 
prolific feeder to the railway be- 
tween Port Carry and Lake Super- 
ior. The Ottawa Times, also a sup- 
porter of the present Govern men. 
in concluding a leading article ou the 
same subject . thus sarcastically puts the 
proposition for the immodiato construc- 
tion pt what is termed the Bterilo section: 
—••We have only one hundred millions 
of debt already," with a long, costly I U- 
tercolonial Railway on hand, and millions 
to spend on Canada; why not bore 
through mountains and wade across 
swamps north of Superior, to make a 
road there, and work it during eight 
months of tho winter. People likegoing 
by difficult and dangerous routes, end we 
know that the rest of tho road through 
the unpeopled North- West and tho Al- 
pine region of BritislrColumbia will cost 
next to nothing. Canada is very rich and 
powerful, mid why should n.a four mil- 
lions of people push ou with tho trilling 
enterprise through hundreds of miles of 
diilicult wildn'rnesB which nobody wants 
to see in the brief pleani of summer, and 
only tho ftnoWrbirds dare visit in winter ? 
Wo ■believe the Government will think 
twice of any such scheme before adopting 
it. Surely, faith can 1)0 kept with Bri- 
tish Columbia without completely ruin-

Tho Suicide of Anron 
Neeley- 

[Trim the Sin Francisco Alta.l 
Aaron Neeley, a stone-cutter of tho 
firm of Neeley & Matthews, doing busi- 
ness in Cemetery Avenue, between 
Sutter and Bush streets, committed sui- 
cide yesterday morning at his residence 
ou Turk street, between Fulton and 
Gougb. He had been drinking very ex- 
cessively for three or four days previous- 
ly, and on Snnday was confined to his bod, 
through a fit of sickness acquired in con- 
seqnonce of the prolougeu spree. He was 
watchnl most of tho time, but during 
the temporary absence of the attendant at 
half-past live o'clock yesterday morning, 
lie secured a pistol and shot himself in the 
right side of the head. He lingered in 
an unconscious state until live o'clock in 
tho evening, when he died. It is suid that 
remorse, brought on by Iii^ intoxication, 
added to the fact that his youngest daugh- 
ter, a girl sixteen yeara of age, had threat- 
ened to leave him if ho did not reform, 
so preyed on hii mind that in a lit of de- 
spondency he took his life. Ho was a 
widower aud loaves two daughters aud a 
son. The oldest girl is eighteen, and in- 
tirru from infanoy, being a dwarf, Coro- 
nor Rico will hold an inquest on the 
body some timo to. day. 

The testimony adduced proved tho fol- 
lowing facts: '"Tho deceased worked as a 
stone-mason with his partners, Win. 
Matt hows and 11. J. Hawthorn. Cor the 
past we!; the partners have been con- 
structing stone w.ilis about some graven 
ill the Maaouic Cemetery. Neeley did 
not go to work on Saturday, but got 
drunk. In the afternoon ho visited the 
cemetery where his partnsra wore work- 
ing, while drunk, aud Matthews convoyed 
him home. Whilo there ho had a lit and 
frequently called upon his wife Jaue.wbo 
had bee'!', dead b r tifteen years. Tho next 
morning he went, to town and purchased 
some candy for his children, and, it is 
presumed, tho pistol with which ho shot 
himself. Immediately upon his return 
lie gave the candy to tho children and en- 
tered his chamber, and while Bitting upon 
Ihc edge of hii bed put tho pistol to his 
head behind the right ear and fired, Tue 
witness, Mrs, doff, who happened to be 
111 the hoiiM a L the time, ran in and found 
him lying across tho b3.l, pistol in hand, 
and bleeding profusely. Dr. Haley was 
^ent forand probed the wound. The ver- 
dict was death by suicide while laboring 
tinder a lit of temporary in anity. De- 
sensed was not pecuniarily embarrassed, 
hut his interest in the firm stock Had been 
somewhat overdrawn. ILis children will 
he eared for by tho remaining partners.

First Provincial Legisla- 
tive Assembly. 

THIRD SESSION, 

■Wednesday-, 23rd Dec.,1873. 

Tko Speaker look the Chair at - 15 p.m. 

Mr. Itobson rose to a question of privi- 
lege. Ho was made to say in the British 
Colonist that the steamer Sir James 
Douglas ia now imseawortuy. Now ho 
wiahod to disclaim having said that the. 
ateanior Sir James Douglas was now un- 
seaworthy. He did say that it had boon 
represented to the Dominion Government 
that the "Douglas wts fast becoming un- 
seaworthy and should bo withdrawn at 
the closo of the present year. Ho was 
aware that the Dominion Government 
had promised to pat on a steamer at a 
•cost of $80,000; but was unable to state 
the fact before, without committing a 
broach of oonfi lence. Tie would not, have 
occupied the ti mo of the House with this 
matter, b:it that ho was unwilling un- 
necessarily to alarm the travelling portion 
of the public by a statement that the 
Douglas was unso.uv.irthy. 

PETITIONS. 

A petition was presented by tlio mem- 
bo r for Gowiohan, from the inhabitants of 
Salt Spring Island, praying the House to 
reaMnd the Act incorporating them into 
ajMtiuicipality. Petition received and laid 
on tho table. 

ADJOURNED DEHATE ON THE GOVEBNOB's 
SPEECH. 

Tho Graving Dock clause was taken up. 
Mr. Robertson said that ho had given 
this subject a closo investigation and now 
rote to express bis views. Ho believe. l 
nothing was worse for a city than a facti- 
ous opposition to a Government; but he 
coini.biM I with Lord 3:a il <j it tin duty 
of the oppositioj to closely watch and 
•criticise) the acts of thu Gjvernmant. 
Ha wall . not lot this clause pass with- 
out catering his protest against ic. Tho 
Government should have had an alterna- 
tive project — two strings to its bow, so 
that if ono failed it could have supplied its 
place with another. The Dry D ick ques- 
tion had been a stock one for at least too 
years, an. I tho lir.it practical step 
■was taken by tho first Responsible Gov- 
ernment of this Province, who advertised 
for tenders, but received but one tender, 
the terms of which were such that the 
Government could not feel it its duty to 
recommend tho House to accept. The 
Government was authorised to continue 
its oad savors, whi it di I, b.U with- 
out success. The present Premier, when 
ho camo into power, presented a project 
which consisted of three propositions, 
one of which was that tho guarantee should 
be capitalized. The present Government 
made the same proposition to tho Cana- 
dian Government, but reodiv'edno reply. 
So far as lie could seo. no answer had vet 
baea raajoiva.l. L'n Ho to In' sens. on 
had expressed its desire that tho Govern 
meat should endeavor t> b ii, 1 tin 1> >ok 
on ono of the three propositions. Ho 
aid not bolievo that two of the proposi- 
tions had been actod upon. There was 
no record to show that a Minute ofGouncil 
had been passed, If any had baenthoCa- 

■ undian Gov't would certainly have ack- 
nowledged it. Hon. members would boar 
him out in saying that ho denounced tho 
scheme Inst session as iufruotuous. The 
Premier promised to give him the earliest 
information upon his return to Ottawa, 
and a letter from the Premier to himself 
showed that tho only pledge ho hail to re- 
ly on was that if Dry Dicks were built 
by the Dominion Government elsewhere 
o'tio would. 1)0 built hero! lie published 
tho Premier's letter in tho Colonist. Uu- 
doubtodly tho proposition for the Do- 
minion Government to do the work was 
rejected. Ho (Mr. It.) wis iu Ottawa 
himself this fall, and made it his special 
business to seo Sir John Macdonald and 
put unequivocal questions to him about 
the Dry Dock, and the diplomatic answer 
reeeivedby him was that, if tho Dominion 
Government concluded to build a dock 
at Quebec and Now Brunswick, they 
would also build one at Biquimalt 
(laughter). Ha knew thu, the Govern- 
ment was anxious to retain the support of 
tho British Columbia members and the 
answor was decidedly noncommittal 
(hoar). Next tho Premier sees Mr. Mac- 
kenzie who writes a noncommittal, dip I 
lomatio letter, promising to submit the 
sojiomo, or something equivalent to it, 
which is sketched in tho Governor's | 
Speech. Tho Government was net bound 

"to any particular scheme. What they 
might consider equivalent we might con- 
sider not equivalent. H> believed tho 
whole thing would end in moonshine. 
The present value of tho guarantee he 
•was not prepared to say; but lie bad hoard 
it said by a member of this Government 
that it was worth $L3Q,00D. Another per- 
son said it was worth £30,000 now (hear). 
Messrs. Mackenzie. Dorion and Blake 
had all, when in Opposition, denounced 
tho public works guaranteed this Pro- 
vince as an outrage, as impracticable, as 
ruinous, as suicidal. Was it likely that 

'tho}' wore going to stultify them- 
selves of carrying out tho Terms of Union 
and giving a bonus of £22,000 in addition ? 
Ti y result would lie that a aeheme which 
woifld not meet with our requirements 
would bo presented to the Dominion Par- 
liament, and tho whole thing would re- 
sult in disaster for us. What would the 
members of .Parliament say if a scheme to 
give us this bonus was submitted lo it V 
Tnc Dominion Government was already 
committed to largo public works, and if 
tho projoct were submitted to tho Parlia- 
ment it would bo rejected. The sohome 
was destined to end iuiitterfailure. There 
should have been un alternative scheme. 
So far British Columbia is free of debt. 
But the moment that debt was incurred 
every man in t he Province would know 
that ho would havo to be taxed. Tho loan 
of £20,000 by tho Imperial Government 
would bo hedged in by such restrictions 
as to bo practically worthless. Perhaps 
tho work would bo takonout of tho hands 

■of this Government m.d placed in tho 



hands of Imperial ofildefs, It would ho 
intiuitely better to borrow £20,000 from 
Canada at 5 per cent, than to borrow from 
England at 4 per cent, in tho absence of 
an alternative scheme tho only constitu- 
tional course open to him was to move un 
amendment to tho proposition that after 
the word guarantee the following bo in- 
serted: 

"At the same lime wo beg leave lo ex- 
press our regret that it is not proposed to 
present un alternative scheme for tho con- 
struction of tho Dock. so that in the event 
of the Parliament of Canada refusing to 
endorse tho measure, which your Excel- 
lency has been assured will be submitted 
to it, tho commencement of this import- 
ant public work may not bo delayed for 
another year; and wo further beg to ex- 
press our regret that any definite arrang- 
ments for a loan from tho Admiralty is an- 
ticipated without the conditions upon 
which Biich loan shall be obtained being 
first submitted to this Houso for approv- 
al." 

no had no doubt that if the other two 
propositions had been acted upon there 
would havo been some practical results. 
Ho felt tho amondmeut duo to his consti- 
tuents and to tho country; rendered ne- 
cessary by the policy of tho Government 
who had taken tho best way of show- 
ing '"how not to do it" lie believed that 
the old Crown system of Government, 
would havo dealt with this subject in a 
more practical manner. He hoped that 
tho Attorney-General in answering would 
do him tho justice'to reply tohisarguments 
and not resort to personalities. He (Mr. 
Robertson) held that if these schemes 
fail — as fail they must — that the work 
would be delayed for another year, at 
least. They were bound to agree, before 
they left the House lo agree upou some 
practicable scheme for the construction ot 
this important work. [Cheers, j 

Mr. McCreight had great pleasure in 
seconding this amendment. When the 
Premier introduced his scheme there did 
not appear tube any serious intention on 
his part to carry out tho work. The 
plan Beamed only to delay the work. He 
was satistied the matter had never been 
brought in any earnest manner before 
the Dominion Government. The answer 
returned to tho hon member for Esqui- 
mau was diplomatic —meant nothing. 
The present Ministry had always oppos- 
ed tho B. C. Treaty, and the letter of Mr. 
.Mackenzie meant nothing. All we should 
get by this plan was £28,000 instead of 
£50,000 as stated, and as for the £20,000 
the Premier had gone to England lo get, 
the loan was hedged about with such 
conditions as to be worthless. This is 
another project for amusing us. We 
were deceived last year and he asked this 
House to reject the piece of nonsense 
now before it. Tho lion, gentleman then 
proceeded to sketch the scheme which 
the previous Government had intended to 
bring down, and showed that no serious 
objection would have to be met with for 
thirteen years, long before which time 
business muse have increased so largely 
that a debt of £100,000 would bo a mere 
nothing. He was grieved at tho conduct 
of the Government. Three years had 
been wasted ar.d nothing done, Tacoma 
had already u project, for a dock, which, 
if bailt lir.it, would put an end to our ex- 
pectations with regard to Esquimau, The 
lolly and neglect of this Government 
could not be too strongly teprobated. He 
reviewed tho diplomatic latter of the D i- 
iniuion Premier, and s.ii I th ii no better 
terms could bo got when the 
Dominion Government was sad., lied with 
heavy obligations and a heavy debt. He 
had felt it to bo his duty to protest 
against a plan which simply meant the 
amusement of tin; House at, the expense 
of the D >ok and conn ry. (cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem sat I it was unheard 
of that the members moving and second- 
ing the address were attacked by Hie Op- 
position. Such unfortunately had bsen 
the case in this Hons.'. lie attacked tho 
hon. member for Nanaimo for his address 
I on the Speech, lie apphiudod tin; lion. 
I member for Esquimalt in having lifted 
the debate from the depth to winch the 
previous speaker hail lowered it. [Mr. 
Smith— Hydraulic lift (laughter. j He 
(Mr. Walkem) was in a position to state 
that three days after the result of the vide 
on tin; -At ii of February last, the resolu- 
tions were forwarded with a Minute of 
tho Council to Ottowa. No reply was 
ever vouchsafed. We begged an Ijitnplorod 
for answers, but got them not from the 
Macdonald Government. The present 
Government had been prompt ami ener- 
getic iu their reply, lb: denieij that there 
was any diplomacy iu the answer of the 
.Mackenzie Government, it was sincere 
and was the firat answor oi a positive 
character this Government had received. 
Sir John Macdonald had held a glitter- 
ing bait before the eyes of tic hon. mom- 
ber for Esquimalt, but that h m. gentle- 
man did not grasp at il.Wojhad all had too 
many promises from that Government, 
Thai was a diplomatic promise; and the 
then Premier held the bait before the 
eyes of the British Columbia members to 
catch their votes. Surely no more prac- 
ticable stoj) could havo been devised than 
t) appoint tho Premier of this Province 
delegate to obtain a promise which h" 
had obtained. Tho language used by Mr. 
Mackenzie was of the plainest character — 
tho Premier had pledged his reputation 
that this Government would submit this 
scheme, or its equivalent, to Parliament. 
So far from being condemned this Minis- 
try ought to bo sustained by an unanimous 
vote of this House. The project of the 
previous Ministry was a fuiluro. Capital 
was sought in every market, but it was 
refused. No private enterprise would 
take, ii]) the 1 project. This was a practic- 
able sehe ne. [f wo wore not to believe the 
Premier of Canada, who were we to be 
iie\ V 

.Mr. Robertson, interrupting, said that 
ho did not doubt Mr. Mackenzie's veraoi- 
ty. He hail said that even if Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's Cabinet wore to submit it to Par- 
liament, that Parliament would not pass 
it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem continued in the 
same strain and was again corroded Mr. 
Robertson. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem scouted the idea 
that the scheme would not bo carried out 
by tho Dominion Government, which, he 
maintained, was pledged to submit a 
measure like this to Parliament. It was 
true that the gentlemen now iu power at 
Ottawa had spokon against the Terms of 
Union; but when the Dominion Govern- 
ment bound itself with tin's Province to 
perform a certain oontract, the Govern- 
ment of Canada cannot and dare not 
break it; and wo should find tho Govern- 
ment of the Dominion asking from Par- 
liament the power to tip this work. That 
Parliament had shown every desiro to 
foster and encourage this Province. After 
tho graceful manner in which tho hob; 

member for Usquinialt had disclaimed 
any desiro to Jiarras the Government ho 



certainly did not expect that tlio seconder 

of his amendment (the senior member for 
Victoria City) would accuse the Govern- 
ment of trilling with the lime of the 
Houso and declaring that the Govern- 
ment woro amusing thorn with false 
schemes only advanced to delude thou 
into a belief that something was being 
done. On the contrary he had full con- 
fidence that tho intention of tho Govern- 
ment would be ultimately pronounced 
honest by members. Ono lion, gentleman 
had compared tho scheme for tho raising 
of money to the process of shaving a 
note, Ho did not know much about this 
process. Tho hon. gentlemnu hero drew 
a parallel and was proceeding to contrast 
tho Government scheme with that pro- 
posed by tho hon. senior member for 
Victoria City, when 

Mr. McCreight ros« to explain that he 
had advocated the raising of money for 
tho first, year of construction, thesamo ne- 
cessary for (ho second, etc., and scat- 
tering the payment over the ten years of 
the guarantee. 

Hon. Attorney-General soid this would 
take from the sum annually raised for the 
construction of roads, bridges and trails, 
a portion of which would be sunk in the 
dock, and it would be bettor to borrow the 
money at once than to forego tho open- 
ing up of tho country, especially if tho 
money could be had at live per cent. He 
bid not think, with duo rospect to tho 
member for Victoria, that his proposal 
was at all practicable. If tho construction 
of tho dock woro , rocoeded with at the 
rate of §30,000 or 8-10,000 a yonr, tho end 
would bo far off indeed. I f tho scheme 
had not been brought in by the Govern- 
ment they would havo boon blamed for 
not, doing il, and he thought that it 
would be difficult to obtain the money on | 
more easy terms than those now offered 
to tho Government, Tho hon. gentleman 
bore gave some figures by which he 
claimed to show a balance of some £40,- 
000 sterling in favor of tho Government 
project, (which was ro seived with some 
incredulity by the Hons ■)• He thought 
that the Government had acted to tho 
best of their ability, and ho could not 
understand how any gentleman could 
vote in favor of the resolution of the hon. 
member for Esquinialt. Ho intimated 
that in tho event of their doing so the 
Government could not in honor continue 
to hold office, and that Mr. Robertson 
could have brought in a scheme which 
would not havo reflected so severe- 
ly upon tho Government. 

Mr. Robertson asked the Hon. Mr. 
Walkem to suggest a form for the resolu- 
tion. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Walkem would not pro- 
scribe a f irm for the hon. member's re- 
solution, but ho would desiro tho hon. 
member to do so. (Great laughter.) Tho 
hon. Mr. Walkem here again announced 
his confidence in tho honor and integrity 
of tho Canadian Ministry, and declared 
himself to bo certain that on the proroga- 
tion of tho Houso. tho cash would bo for- 
warded to us. Some gentlemen would 
not believe unless they counted the mon- 
ey down on the table, but ho would be- 
lieve the word of a Prime Minister of 
Canada, lit! must admit however, that the 
member for Esquimalt bad given strong 
rea ions for the opinions ho had expreas- 
o 1. lint ho did not think, that Mr. 
Mackenzie would attempt to amuse our 
delegate with any such delusive promises 
as the hon. members for Esquimalt and 
Victoria had alluded to. Tho question of 
the Dock was now before tho House in a 
practicable shape, and ho would leave it 
to members to deal with it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys hero moved (se- 
conded by hon. Mr. Robson,) that tho 
debate be adjourned till tho next sitting of 
the House. The measure was far reaching, 
and would involve incio c ed taxation, and 
he thought the matter ought to bo sub- 
mitted to the people. 

The hon. Mr. Walkem bore objected to 
the' ording of tho resolution, which be 
thought smacked soinewhatof an inten- 
tion t > appeal to a putilio meeting, which 
he thought was not in accordance with 
tho dignity of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys disclaimed any 
such intention; but at the same time 
did not think any objection could bo 
made to such a course, as the House was 
bound to submit to public opinion in any 
ease. 

Hon Mr. Walkem thought the House 
was (he public, thought for it and formed 
public opinion instead of merely follow- 
ing it: that was the dignified course and 
he thought, in opposition to tho member 
for Lillooct, that the debate should con- 
tinue. 

Mr, Robson thought the hon Attorney- 
General took a rather false view of the 
motion for adjournment. He thought that 
as t he debate could not be finished this 
evening there could bo no barm in ad- 
journing the debate till after tho holidays. 

Mr. Booth agreed with the hon. mem- 
ber for Nanaimo, and also thought that 
dispatches might be received in tho mean- 
time which would enable members to 
vote more intelligently on the question. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem here moved that 
when the Houso rise it do stand adjourn- 
ed until the lelh January, by which time 
tho Premier would possibly havo arrived. 

Mr. Robson protested against so long 
an adjournment. In bis opinion, if the
